The ship is meant to be able to disguise 
itself wherever it goes, but when the Doctor 
landed in London in 1963, the controls stuck 

and the ship stayed in the shape of a old 
police box. At one point, these boxes 
could be found throughout the UK. 
The dimensions of the TARDIS 
are different inside to those outside, 
meaning it’s much bigger on the inside 
than you would imagine! 


it is thought that the war was started 
because the Time Lords sent the Doctor 
back in time to destroy the beginning of 
the Dalek race. The Doctor tried in vain 
to stop the war, but all his people and 
the Daleks were destroyed as a result. 
The Doctor later discovered, 
however, that some Daleks had 
survived the war, as had another Time 
Lord, an old enemy called the Master.

| ability to astound us, regenerated just enough to 
heal himself and then poured all the excess energy 
into his handy spare hand. Genius! | 
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In Doomsday, the Doctor paid a terrible price 
for ending the epic battle at Canary Wharf 
between the Cybermen and the Daleks. He 
lost Rose. She became trapped in a parallel world 
and the only way he could say goodbye to her was 
to harness the power of a supernova and project 
a message of himself to Bad Wolf Bay. Watching 
them bid farewell was completely heartbreaking.

Doctor to be a lot more energetic. He 
dressed not unlike Charlie Chaplin, but his 
appearance disguised a ruthless streak. 
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Sylvester McCoy, 1987-1989 

With a Scottish accent - which was never 
referred to - the Seventh Doctor would 
clown around one moment and be 
deadly serious the next. 


Jon Pertwee, 1970-1974 

Dashing, daring and with a love of 
gadgets and tech, the Third Doctor was 
exiled to Earth by the Time Lords and was 
stuck there for most of his adventures. 
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Paul McGann, 1996 

Appearing in just one TV movie, Paul 
McGann made a brilliant Doctor. Slightly 
mad and full of fun, he was the first to 
kiss his companion - but not the last! 


Tom Baker, 1974-1981 

Wearing a long, multicoloured scarf 
and a floppy hat, the serious and 
sometimes erratic Fourth Doctor took 
the series back into space.

Peter Davison, 1982-1984 

A complete contrast to all the previous 
Doctors, the vulnerable Fifth Doctor 
could be somewhat naive.
